To keep all my IBS little friends 
happy ... 1! go off and shoot in their Na- 
tionals. All this occurs in a space of about 
30 days. Unfortunately | have an insur- 
ance agency torun, and a magazine to put 
out each month. As a result of the dual 
Nationals, | usually get so far behind that 
for a period of 30 days of so... | would 
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never be mistaken for Prince Charming. 
Indeed for a week or so after the IBS Na- 
tionals | am occasionally mistaken for the 
High Prince of Hell (or so | am told). Well, 
at some point in time, some of those 
(bleeps) up at Dunhams Bay decided that 
certainly the editor should be at the hunter 
Nationals. | have never shot hunter class, 
and furthermore | have never been so 
drunk in my life that | wanted to shoot 
hunter class. | politely albeit pleasantly 
took a quite firm stance on the matter.

This is an 
IBS match, and they have that confound- 
ed varmint-for-score class . .. where one 
takes his light varmint or heavy varmint 
rifle ... and shoots on the hunter class 
target .. . for score, obviously. 

Anything to keep the peace. Put a Clar- 
ence Hammonds built 6PPC heavy var- 
mint class rifle under my arm, and set out 
for Dunhams Bay. Anything to keep the 
peace ... mumble, mumble. If it rains, I'll 
leave early. | know a good restaurant 
nearby... witha fireplace... andagood 
wine selection (see previous IBS match 
report from Dunhams Bay, October issue, 
where the editor nearly drowned . ..). 

Two ... rather pleasant ... indeed, 
rather enjoyable. ..dayslater...|hadto 
re-adjust my personal prejudices a bit (al- 


though | continue to bet speed horses on 
the rail in six furlong races). Indeed, if one 
were to catch me in a mellow, expansive 
mood sometime . .. | would almost admit 
that | completely enjoyed myself. 

The late John Dewey’s Sno-Ball 
League, in the '67-’72 era, when | shot at 
Millerton, New York always had two cate- 
gories...group...andscore...onthe 
standard benchrest target. | do recall one 
thing ... at the end of the match ... the 
trophy for winning the group match... 
was the same size as winning for the 
score match. So ... everybody tried to 
get their groups to center in the mothball 
in those days. The editor ... always a 
shifty sort, at best ... promptly had Ted 
Boughton build him a .308 heavy varmint 
class rifle, with a Hart cantilever front 
scope extension... and said... to heck 
with this group stuff, I'm gonna shoot for 
score. | believe this to be an offshoot of 
the Julius Caesar statement ... that he 
would rather be ‘‘first chieftain .. . in the 
lowliest mud village of the Gauls... than 
second man in Rome’’.. . but I’m not cer- 
tain. In any event, | won the score shoot 
season aggregate at Millerton for two 
years in a row. 

Shooters ... and clubs ... that have 
not tried ‘‘varmint-for-score’’ are missing 
areal fun thing. Your editor fired a 490 out 
of a 500 possible (a simply ghastly score, 
as these things go)... sol’m not pushing 
something that | found that | was a phe- 
nomenon at. Still, the quest for shooting 
the bejabbers out of that hunter target, 
with a 36 power scope, at 100 and 200 
yards, with areal good heavy varmint rifle 
... Was a real lot of fun. Throughout the 
match, everybody was watching Paul 
Mitchell (in a 51 competitor varmint-for- 
score match). Paul ended up with a 499 
score ... fantastic shooting, certainly. | 
frequently exchanged quips with Seely 
Masker, and Seely did not seem to be him- 
self this weekend. | mean. ..he was hum- 
ble ... reserved ... talking about what 
great shooting Paul Mitchell was doing 
(Seely built the Mitchell gun). | should 
have known ... when the (bleep) gets 
humble, and soft-spoken. . . he’s danger- 
ous as a Turk. 

You're right, Virginia ... it was Seely 
... With a 500 score .... a perfect score 
... and nobody was watching his scores 
at all. We were stunned tolearnit. . . after 
the match. 

There’s a lesson in this, men. When a 
Masker ... be it an old one... ora (rela- 
tively) young one starts talking 
humble-like ... at amatch... keep your 
wallet in your pocket. It’s no time to be 
bettin’ foldin’ money. Keep in mind... 
there’s no-point spread ... at these 
matches. 


Custom Actions 


THE ORIGINAL SHILEN ACTION 


| always knew that I’d live long enough 
to become an authority on SOMETHING 
before | passed on. But now that I’m an 
authority (well, sort of an authority) | don’t 
know if the price | paid was worth it. Real- 
ly, |came into the sport at the end of what | 
would term ‘‘the first custom actions 
era’. | started shooting benchrest around 
1967. Ross Sherman had both com- 
menced and finished the production of his 
excellent Superior actions, with produc- 
tion being a total of 29 actions, between 
the years of 1962 and 1965. The Weber 
action, made in Lodi, California by Al 
Weber over an approximate fifteen year 
period (roughly 1955 to 1968 ... that's 
ROUGHLY, | said), in numbers that are 
estimated from a low of 150 to a high of 
300; they never really penetrated the east 
... Or the south or the midwest for that 
matter. Al Weber was regarded as a fan- 
tastic machinist by many (and probably 
correctly so), but a businessman he 
wasn't. | have been told tales by many 
western shooters . . . of having ordered a 
Weber action... waiting a year... ayear 
and a half... two years ... and one day 
putting their hat on their head, and telling 
their wives ... ‘goin’ down to Lodi. 
Gonna be gone a few days. There ain't no 
other woman, it’s just somethin’ | gotta 
do, that’s all’. Next day, the fellow 
walked through the door at Lodi (Route 
#2 to be exact), pulled up a chair, and said 
something to the effect of ‘‘action’s been 
on order for two years now. Thought | 
might stop by. . .and wait ’till you finished 
it’. The Hart action, in the varmint mod- 
els, was being made (as it is to this day), 
and that custom action had, and still 
does, a fine reputation for craftsman- 
ship.

But the author started his benchrest 
shooting career at Millerton, New York, in 
John Dewey’s Snoball League. January 
7th, 1968, if you want an exact date. The 
temperature was twelve below zero, and 
the winds were right brisk. The car radio 
said it was running a chill factor of minus 
forty seven degrees, and sort of recom- 
mended that people should not leave their 
houses unless their house was actually 
on fire. Nonetheless, eighteen souls 
showed up for a benchrest match, includ- 
ing yours truly. On Monday, when | went 
to the doctor’s (for frostbite, right hand 
area), | sat in the waiting room (sitting on 
my right hand seemed to help a bit), and 
reflected on the question of whether | had 
found a superior race of mortals... ora 
crew of complete (censored)s. Even 
today, some eighteen years later ... the 
answer is a bitless than clear in my mind. 

| came back for the second match (don’t 
ask me why). And the third match (same 
comment applicable). Sounds like a clas- 
sic tale of a descent into alcoholism, 
doesn't it? If only | hadn’t taken that first 
drink . . .(substitute the word ‘‘match’”’ for 
“drink’’)... 

Money wasn’t all that commonplace a 
commodity in the editor’s household in 
those days. | shot a Remington 40x (this 
was prior to the introduction of the 40X 
BR model) with the forend flattened on the 
bottom, and that was it. The caliber of 
course was the popular .222, fired with 
the standard accuracy load of the day; 
21.0 grains of 4198 with the Sierra 52 
grain bullet, and Remington 7%2 primers. 

As the eight match season went on, | 
began to notice that several shooters 
who were out-shooting me regularly ... 
were shooting Shilen custom actioned ri- 
fles. Gradually the idea began to work its 
way into my subconscious. . . my dreams 
... and my broodings ... if only | could 
have a Shilen action, | could be a better 
shot ... a far better shot. Week after 
week, | was outshot by the likes of John 
Kohler, Charlie Santarpia, George 
Stannard, Tony Querico, Tommy Briggs, 
Bob Baker, etc. Probably the fact that 
they simply were better, and more experi- 
enced shots than | should have entered 
my thinking on the subject. My mind was, 
however, made up; | simply had to have a 
Shilen action. The fact that Ed Shilen had 


left New York State for Texas (there to 
open the firm of Shilen Rifles Inc.) in the 
spring of 1966, and that no more Shilen 
actions had been available for a couple of 
years did not sway me noticeably ... | 
knew what | wanted . details be 
hanged. 

There were two things | wanted ... 
badly .. . in those days. A Shilen custom 
action, and an SS&D arbor press. You 
laugh at the arbor press bit, do you? Well, 
just before | entered the game, the SS&D 
firm made a run of approximately twenty 
arbor presses ... all of which were sold 
before the echo had died away. In indus- 
try, someone or other would have noted 
that fact, and decided to make another 
run of the product, on the basis of the 
(perhaps foolish) idea that there appdr- 
ently was a demand for the item. Not so in 
the benchrest world in 1965-1968. When 
you found that there was a demand for 
your product (catalog item #3A, for in- 
stance)... youimmediately . . . right then 
and there ... stopped making catalog 
item #3A. That of course increased the 
demand for catalog item #3A. If this had 
been industry, they would have waited 
until there was a real uproar for the prod- 
uct. . . then sold another, limited quantity 
production run to the rubes . . . at well in- 
flated prices, of course. Not so the 
benchrest world of the era. | can remem- 
ber crawling around in the metal shavings 
of the SS&D shop at Clinton Corners, 
New York, groveling, beseeching John 
Dewey ... ‘‘please, please ... make me 
an arbor press. Name the price, just make 
me one.’ There were other shooters 
down there, groveling around in the oil 
and the chips, asking John to make more 
arbor presses. To no avail. We ended up 
using root beer bottle cappers, hammers, 
windmills, great apes, whatever ... to 
seat our bullets. Finally, around 1970 or 
so, John made another run of arbor press- 
es. | can remember sleeping with mine for 
at least a year .. . | was unwilling to let it 
out of my sight. But if my lust for an arbor 
press kept me awake at night... it was 
nothing compared to the way that | want- 
ed a Shilen action. ‘‘Get your 40X action 
sleeved”’ my friends counseled. Go away; 
this is a matter of the heart. Price be 
damned, someone has to have one for 
sale. Nope, no one did. Those were de-

pressing years. No arbor presses avail- 
able. No Shilen actions available. Where 
have you gone, Joe Dimaggio? 

The original Shilen custom action ranks 
with the Hart and the Weber in quantities 
produced (in the 1960s), well in excess of 
two hundred. Chosen by many of the na- 
tion’s leading shooters, and first place 
winner in scores of registered matches, 
its popularity continued unabated into the 
1975-1976 era, when the PPC cartridge 
was to finally overwhelm the .222, the be- 
loved deuce, the king of the hill in the 25 
years from 1950 to 1975, and the main- 
stay cartridge of the Shilen action. My 
original article on the Shilen action was 
authored for this publication in 1971. At 
that time a Shilen action had just won the 
100 yard stage of the heavy varmint class 
at the IBS Nationals (Steve Borsh), sec- 
ond in heavy varmint grand agg (Steve 
Borsh), fourth (T.J. Jackson), sixth (War- 
ren Page), and seventh (Tony Querico). In 
the preceeding year (1970), Warren Page 
had won the heavy varmint class at the 
IBS Championships with a Shilen action. 
Certainly the place of the Shilen action in 
the benchrest history of the 1960 decade 
is quite secure. 

The first Shilen actions, two in number, 
were made by Ed Shilen in the machine 
shop of his friend, Ross Sherman, in 
Dryden, New York, during the winter of 
1960. Two complete rifles were made, Ed 
and Ross each having one. That summer 
they shot together in five matches, and 
between them they took first and second 
place at every one of the five matches. 
Ed’s gun (serial #1) passed into the hands 
of Norman Fahr, of Rock Stream, New 
York, and there | lost track of it. Ross’s 
gun (serial #2) was later sold to Doug 
Hall, of Stockbridge, Mass., and there | 
lost track of that one. These two guns did 
not differ much from the later ones except 
for Mauser type triggers, and extractors 
of the M-16 type. 

The decision was then made by Ed 
Shilen, in view of the astonishing success 
of the two experimental actions, to gointo 
commercial production of the action. 
From the first part of 1961 until Ed left 
Dryden (July 1, 1963), approximately one 
hundred of the actions were made. 

During this period of production in 
Dryden, the meticulous records of Ross 
Sherman are of much assistance. His re- 
cords show 111 of the helical cocking 
cams as having been made in his shop 
during this period. It is known that the SS 
and D stage of their production (at Clinton 
Corners, New York) commenced with ser- 
ial number 101. There is apparently a dis- 
crepancy here, between the numbers of 
101 and 111. However, it must be remem- 
bered that left handed actions were not 
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assigned the next number in rotation, but 
rather used the serial number of the pre- 
ceding action . . . the difference being the 
suffix ‘‘L’’ after the serial number. Note 
that this is different from the approach of 
Ross Sherman, the maker of the Superior 
action. There the suffix ‘‘L’’ means alarge 
bolt face. 

During the Dryden era of production, 
certain changes were made, there being 
three worthy of note. First, the cocking 
piece in the bolt rear was enclosed, in a 
fashion still used on Weatherby rifles 
today. Second, the bolt stop was 
changed from a spring-loaded ‘‘button’’ 
type on the left hand side of the action ex- 
terior wall to amore stylish bolt release on 
the rear of the action, in the appropriate 
location where found on Winchester 
model 70’s. Both of these changes did 
much to improve the appearance of the 
rifle action. Third, the extractor was 
changed in 1962 from the Remington type 
to a flat spring with a hook on the end. 

Initial price, upon the commencement 
of production in 1961 was $95.00 for the 
action, complete with trigger. It was be- 
lieved that only the first two experimental 
models had Mauser triggers, and that all 
subsequent triggers were of Remington 
type. However, Steve Borsh, who has an 
outstanding collection of Shilen rifles, 
also owns serial #25 rifle, and that has a 
Mauser trigger. In the study of Shilen ac- 
tions, you must realize there is an excep- 
tion to every rule; it is occasionally difficult 
to determine which is the exception and 
which is the rule. 

Courtesy of John Kohler, your writer 
has in his possession a four page bro- 


chure of Shilen rifles, from the 1962 peri- 
od. The action is described as follows: re- 
ceiver and bolt made from hardened and 
drawn chrome-moly steel. Receiver 
length of 8.850 inches; receiver diameter 
of 1.335 inches. Weight of action com- 
plete — 2 pounds, 13 ounces. Barrel 
tenon size — one inch diameter X14- 
T.P.I. x one inch long. Receiver is drilled 
and tapped for scope blocks and Redfield 
International receiver sight. Action was 
provided with light weight alloy trigger 
guard, and allen head guard screws. Two 
bolt faces were available in the standard 
action .222 or .30-06. Optional side safety 
at no extra charge. Price at the time was 
$125.00 for this standard action, com- 
plete with 40-x trigger. A left handed ac- 
tion was available at $135.00 price tag. 
The Remington 2-ounce trigger was an 
optional extra, with a $40.00 charge. 

A magnum action was available, at a 
price tag of $130.00. The standard action 
could accommodate the ‘‘medium 
length’’ cartridges, up to .308 in length. 
The magnum action was identical to the 
standard action, except that receiver and 
bolt were each a half inch longer than 
standard. This magnum model could be 
had with either the .30-06 bolt face of the 
.300 H&H bolt face. Base price was 
$130.00, with a left hand version priced at 
$140.00. 

A ‘‘bench rest action,”’ intended for the 
heavy bench rest gun, was also made in 
the Dryden era. Ten were all that were 
manufactured (none were made in Clinton 
Corners). Today these actions are about 
as scarce as polar bears in Hawaii; many

shooters have never seen one. They were 
and are beautiful pieces however. The 
brochure lists specifications: Receiver di- 
ameter of 1-15/16 inch. Receiver length of 
16 inches. Weight 9% pounds. Barrel 
tenon size of 1-1/8” diameter, x 12 T.P.I. x 
2” long. Five guard screws. Distance cen- 
ter to center of scope blocks — 11”. In- 
side diameter of receiver extension — 
1%2”. Bolt face for either .222 or .30-06. 
Price of the complete action was 
$150.00. 

It would be interesting to locate the en- 
tire ten heavy Shilen actions. | know that 
Steve Borsh has two of them, Ed Shilen 
has one, O.L. Vosburgh has one, Don 
Geraci has one, and the editor has one. 
That’s six. Who has the other four? 
Speak up, there! 

While at Dryden, workmen involved in 
the actual manufacture, in addition to Ed 
Shilen, himself, were Ross Sherman and 
Harry Bente (a model maker for N.C.R., 
and an excellent workman). 

It is of note that on March 14, 1961, 
Shilen action #6 was sold to Lynn Hunt, 
of Rock Stream, New York. That action 
had a Hart barrel fitted and chambered by 
Ross Sherman. With this rifle Lynn set the 
existing record for 100 yard heavy var- 
mint aggregate of .2189, in 1964. That re- 
cord stood up for many years. 


Part Il — The Clinton Corners Era 


Before departing, bag and baggage, 
halfway across New York State... from 
Dryden to Clinton Corners, we shall 
pause briefly to review the NRA evalua- 
tion of the Shilen action, appearing in the 
“Dope Bag’’ section of the April, 1962 
issue of ‘‘The American Rifleman.’’ Ap- 
pearing as it did, in a national publication, 
whose technical editors are not at all ad- 
verse to hurling brickbats at products 
they find less than satisfactory, the favor- 
able report on the Shilen action had to do 
much to enhance its rapidly increasing 
reputation. Indeed, the very next item re- 
viewed in Dope Bag of that issue came 
from one of the nation’s leading manufac- 
turers of reloading equipment, but that 
did not deter the NRA evaluators from giv- 
ing it 43 kinds of hell, and they concluded 
by terming it both unsatisfactory and pos- 
sibly dangerous. 

The NRA review was sub-titled, ‘‘Well- 
made actions for precision rifles come in 
two sizes.’’ There follows a well-written 
technical description of the type the NRA 
does so well. ‘‘Receiver and bolt are of 
SAE 4150 steel and are heat-treated. The 
receiver is made from round stock, and is 
1.33” in diameter. It is enclosed, except 
for the cartridge port on the side. The bolt 
is .90” in diameter. The swept back bolt 
handle is brazed to the bolt body and is 
shaped to clear alow scope. The bolt has 
4 locking lugs in two opposed banks 
which engage corresponding lug recess- 
es within the receiver ring. Root of the bolt

handle lies within a cut in the receiver wall 
and functions as an auxiliary safety lug. 
Face of the bolt is counterbored deeply to 
shroud the cartridge head. The short ro- 
tating hook extractor is secured to the 
bolt head with a screw andlies in 6 o'clock 
position when bolt is closed. There is no 
ejector; fired cartridge cases must be 
picked out of the receiver with the fin- 
gers. 

“Body of the bolt has 6 deep longitudi- 
nal grooves which serve to decrease fric- 
tion and lighten the bolt. A gas port in the 
bolt body vents into a corresponding port 
in lift side of receiver. A gas port on the op- 
posite side vents through the cartridge 
port in the receiver. 

“Primary cocking of the striker mecha- 
nism is done on opening of the bolt. Strik- 
er fallis about .25” and this short fall cou- 
pled with a strong firing pin spring gives 
fast lock-time. Root of the bolt handle en- 
gages acurvedcam surface on the receiv- 
er bridge to accomplish initial extraction 
as bolt handle is lifted. 

“The bolt sleeve screws into rear of the 
bolt and shrouds end of the striker assem- 
bly. There is no visible indicator to show 
when striker mechanism is cocked, nor is 
there a mechanical safety. 

“The bolt-stop assembly is attached to 
the left rear side of the receiver. It also 
functions as the bolt guide because the 
end of the stop rides in a longitudinal flute 
milled in the side of the bolt. The bolt-stop 
button must be retracted to withdraw bolt 
from the receiver. 

‘The receiver does not have an integral 
recoil lug, but a barrel bracket with inte- 
gral recoil lug is furnished with each ac- 
tion. This fits over the barrel tenon and is 
clamped between face of receiver and

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Corners’ approximate whereabouts 
come under this heading. 

In the May, 1963 issue of Precision 
Shooting Magazine appears Ed Shilen’s 
announcement that as of July 1, 1963, he 
has merged with the firm of SS&D (Shoot- 
ers Service and Dewey, Inc.), and will fill 
all future orders from that location. 

Shortly after July 1st, the first batch (25 
in number) of Shilen actions were started 
at Clinton Corners, with the actual ma- 
chine work being done by Ed Shilen and 
Paul Webb. These reportedly (and this is a 
disputed point) re-started serial numbers 
(resulting in duplication of serial numbers 
with the Dryden models), and sold for 
$150.00 each, this price including a Rem- 
ington 40-x trigger. This first grouping 
was sold without the SS&D stamping on 
the left hand side of the receiver that was 
to distinguish later runs of the action. 

About this time a vague suspicion 
began to form in the heads of the SS&D 
people that maybe the production of 
Shilen actions was not exactly a profit 
leader. Accordingly, a time and material 
check was made on the second unit of 25 
being made. This turned up the amusing 
fact that it was costing them $176.00 
apiece to manufacture actions selling for 
$150.00. A council of war was promptly 
held, and in the midst of the hysteria that 
presumably prevailed, someone thought- 
lessly and cruelly remarked that they ap- 
peared to be losing money on the manu- 
facture of Shilen actions. Two 
possibilities were immediately apparent: 
either Ed could do away with himself by 
the process of hurling himself upon a 
Parker-Hale cleaning rod with pointed 
jag, or they could raise the price. While the 
matter was being debated vigorously, Ed 
managed to hide all the P-H rods in the 
shop, and general accord was then 
reached on raising the price to $200. It is 
of note that some years later, as produc- 
tion ended at Clinton Corners, the price 
for the last batch was $250.00 each.

On Good Friday of 1971, your writer 
made a trip to SS&D to pry some facts out 
of John Dewey on the manufacture of the 
Shilen action. The trip was made ina spirit 
of confidence that decent folk would be in 
church or at least meditating on their fail- 
ings that day, and presumably the writer 
would have peace and quiet for the inter- 
view. Needless to say, the place was full 
of bench-rest shooters, all with the same 
idea. 

The following facts were obtained from 
John Dewey. Some of these facts are dis- 
puted by other knowledgeable sources, 
and we will attempt to indicate what has 
general acceptance, and what is conten- 
tious. 

Fact #1) The first batch of 25 did not 
have the SS&D stamp. Subsequent 
batches did. 

Fact #2) A total of 162-170 actions 
were made at Clinton Corners. This 
would place overall production, including 
Dryden, at between 270 and 280. 

Fact #3) The serial numbers in the Clin- 
ton Corners era of production started in 
the high 40’s, with #162 being the final 
serial number. John did not make clear if 
he regarded those that were not SS&D 
stamped as being bona fide Clinton Cor- 
ners guns, or if their serial numbers start- 
ed at #1 or not. It should be noted that 
this fact is disputed by certain historians, 
who insist that #101 was the first SS&D 
serial number. Your author does not 
agree with this latter theory; he takes side 
with John Dewey here. A neighbor and 
fine rifleman, Bob Wade owns SS&D seri- 
al #150 which he purchased from SS&D 
in January, 1966. At the time of delivery, 
Ed remarked to Bob Wade that he only 
had ‘‘about a dozen’’ left. This remark 
lends uncanny credence to John Dewey’s 
opinion of 162 total production. Also, 
your writer is quite familiar with John 
Kohler’s tack-driving .222 shilen actioned 
heavy varmint rifle. This rifle was deliv- 
ered to John on March 23, 1964, and 
bears SS&D serial #96. 

Fact #4) The previous practice of using 
an L suffix after the serial number was 
continued, using the same serial number 
as the preceding rifle action, but distin- 
guished by the ‘‘L’’. 

Fact #5) None of the ‘‘bench-rest”’ 
heavy actions were made in Clinton Cor- 
ners. Ten left hand actions were made 
there, and about ten magnum actions. 

The manufacture of the Shilen action 
was discontinued about the time that Ed 
left SS&D to open his own shop in Irving, 
Texas in the spring of 1966. A great num- 
ber of varied parts were left over, and on 


days when the whim would move him, 
John Dewey would make a few more 
parts, since he had 21 actions in partial 
completion. When | interviewed John 
Dewey in April of 1971, he had finished 
two more actions. | doubt that he finished 
many more, if any, actions before his un- 
timely death. In Warren Page’s great 
book, ‘‘The Accurate Rifle,’ on page #57 
is pictured ‘‘A Shilen designed action — 
this one made by John Dewey’’. On page 
#62 of the same work, Mr. Page relates 
that Ed made ‘‘a few more after his move 
into the Southwest’. Your editor doubts 
that one. Mr. Page talks (favorably) about 
his own Shilen action, serial #164. 

The final retail ad for Shilen action ap- 
peared in the May, 1966 issue of ‘'Preci- 
sion Shooting’s’’ classified section. It 
read simply, ‘‘Last available Shilen SS&D 
Heavy Varmint bench rifle, caliber .308. 
Regular laminated stock, Canjar trigger, 
$415.00. Twenty years later, you can’t 
buy that gun today for that price. 

The readership might be interested in 
some of the comments of Ed Shilen on 
background history of his custom action. | 
quote from his letter of 11/15/71 to my- 
self: 

“| have no records of the period while | 
was at SS&D but memory seems to con- 
firm the information you received from 
John Dewey. But | do have records of the 
period while | was operating in Dryden. 
The records are quite yellow and delapi- 
dated, some of it is hard to read, but the 
following information is 99% correct. 

“All actions with serial no. 100 and 
under were made at Dryden, N.Y. Total 
production at Dryden included 100 stan- 
dard actions, 4 left-handed standard ac- 
tions, 5 Magnum length actions, 1 left- 
handed Magnum length, and 10 of the big 
Bench actions for a total of 120 actions. 
When | merged with SS&D | brought with 
me several actions with serial nos. under 
100, anda batch of half finished actions. It 
was these completed and incomplete ac- 
tions that cause the uncertainty of when 
production started at SS&D. 

“Action nos. 1 & 2 had the ‘‘hoop type”’ 
and Mauser type triggers, extractor and 
non-enclosed bolt plug. Nos. 3 to 12 
changed to the Rem extractor and en- 
closed bolt plug but retained the Mauser 
trigger. Nos. 13 to 25 the only change was 
to the flat spring type of extractor. Start- 
ing with no. 26 the records are not too 
clear (and neither is my memory), but 
sometime after no. 25 | started making 
the actions to use the Rem. trigger, the 
new style bolt stop and started fluting the 
bolts.”’ 

Hopefully this will serve to shed more 
light on the background of a well-made 
and well-known custom action. 
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NECK TURNING PROBLEMS 


If you find (as | have, in the past) that, 
after neck turning cases, you have a cou- 
ple of loose ones after a few firings, the 
problem could well be ir: the neck turning 
process. The method used in preparing 
the cases for neck turning, and the neck 
turner itself will have a direct effect on 
this. 

Full length size the cases to get a dis- 
tinct junction where the neck meets the 
shoulder. Don’t cut past this, as neck sep- 
aration will eventually result. 

All necks have to be the same length to 
get an accurate cut. | have settled on two 
cuts to achieve this. The PPCs shorten on 
fire forming, around .020” or so. | like to 
take only enough of a preliminary cut to 
enable me to chamber the round and thus 
fire form the case. | then trim them to a 
uniform length. Now you can adjust the 
cutter stop to the exact length of cut. Two 
small cuts are better than one large cut. 

The cutter blade has to be sharp. If itis 
dull the case could spread the mandrel 
from the cutter as the further on the man- 
drel it goes. This will result in a tapered 
neck. A worn mandrel at the start of the 
cut can do the same thing. As the case 
goes on the mandrel further, the mouth of 
the case will be thinner than the part near- 
est the shoulder. The mandrel will eventu- 
ally wear at the start of the cut, as this is 
the part that is exposed to the most fric- 
tion. 

| have two neck turners, and they both 
cut ona slight taper. | had to hone the cut- 
ter on the older one to sharpenit, as it had 
become dull after many turnings. A slight 
taper doesn't hurt a thing as long as all the 
tapers are uniform. | did have some prob- 
lems with some bullets that had to be 
seated deep because of their different

ogives. Most of the bullets that | use suc- 
cessfully only go into the case less than 
one third of the length of the case neck. 
This is where | get the best accuracy from 
bullets that do not have to be seated 
deep. 

When employing very strong neck ten- 
sion, a press or arbor press should be 
used to get even seating depth with the 
extra leverage. You can’t feel, on the 
hand dies, whether the bullets are seated 


all the way in or not. | don’t own an arbor - 


press. Probably just another reason why 
alighter neck tension works better for me. 

| had previously checked overall length 
of loaded rounds, and found that very 
strong neck tension will have more varia- 
tions than lighter neck tension. The 
strong neck tension cases have not shot 
that well in my experience. 

| believe that you should tailor your 
cases to the bullets you are going to use 
for best results; even if you have to have 
separate cases for each type of bullet you 
are going to use. 

Recently | was experimenting with the 
68 grain flat base bullet produced by a 
bulletmaker other than the one | regularly 
use. The bullets were well made, and 
many shooters do shoot very well with 
them. | did not realize that there was that 
much difference in their respective 


ogives. Needless to say, | didn’t have too 
much luck working up a load with them. | 
had put the cart before the horse; | cer- 
tainly should have known better. 


| went back to the basics, and started 
out by checking the seating depth in the 
seating gauge. | had to go almost .100 
deeper just to get to the touch lands point. 
| had been shooting them ‘‘into the lands”’ 
a country mile, figuring (foolishly) that | 
would seat the bullet correctly as | closed 
the bolt. How wrong | was! | had done this 
previously with other bullets . . . but other 
bullets that were in the working area of 
the necks of my cases ... with success. 
But this bullet went past the working area 
by a good margin, and changed the load 
picture. | could feel the difference in neck 
tension when | seated them deeper. The 
slight taper of the necks became a factor 
for the first time, plus the extra contact 
surface of the flat base bullet in the case 
neck and the pressure ring all added to the 
greater increase in neck tension. Purely 
on a whim | set my seating die to give 
about a .025 jump. My next two groups, 
fired back to back, were both in the low 
ones, with ten different cases. There cer- 
tainly was nothing wrong with either the 
bullets or the cases. It would have been a 
bit easier if the necks were turned a little 
thinner at that depth, for that bullet. | pre- 
sume that with a very strong neck tension 
it would not be advisable to seat them 
deeply into the lands. The bullet would not 
be pushed back into the case neck equally 
by the bolt. The lands would score the bul- 
let, and | don’t know exactly what hap- 
pens to the bullet under such circum- 
stances as the bolt handle is lowered. 
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Dear Dave: 

After reading Rick Hornbeck’s article 
on the “Sleepy Bullet” in the September 
issue of P.S. | was reminded of a very long 
letter that | had written Jon Leu on the 
subject of twist earlier in the year. | fired 
up the computer and sent a copy of that 
letter to the good Colonel. | received a 
very nice reply and it was suggested that 
you might be interested in the said letter. 
Enclosed is a copy of that letter for your 
perusal. Do with it as you please. 

In order to understand the letter you will 
need a little background on why the letter 
was written. | had written to my friend Jon 
that | had just completed a program for 
“Interior Ballistics” based on an article in 
NRA Handloader and on Powley’s com- 
putation to find chamber pressure. | sent 
him several copies of different calcula- 
tions that the computer spit out. His reply 
was it was probably OK but, how did it 
take into account twist. Many letters fol- 
lowed on this subject and | will not go into 
them now. Yet, one letter really caught my 
attention. It said, (semi-quote) what if Mr. 
Moneybags went out and bought six rifle 
barrels and had them all chambered by 
the same gunsmith, using the same ream- 
er. Therifle barrels were all from the same 
barrel maker, the only difference in them 
is that they had a different twist in each 
barrel. Start with a 1:12 and working your 
way to a faster twist, or somewhere in 
that range of twists. Jon’s disagreement 
was that as you went to the faster twist 
you would increase the pressure to sucha 
point that with the load predicted by the 
computer program that you would blow 
up the gun. That’s a different story and | 
have no desire to get into that subject 
now. But, the letter did set me thinking 
and what resulted is the following letter 
on twist. The letter strictly deals with the- 
ory and the lows of physics, yet, it is also 
backed up by “Greenhills’ Formula for 
Twist.”

Theory About Twist and Accuracy 
for Rifles. 


| hate to open this can of worms. Think 
back to your childhood days and when 
you were out in the center of the street 
playing with your TOP, spinning top. 
When you wound the string around it just 
right and got a good clean release with no 
hang-ups, that top would just stand there 
in one spot. It would not move and it 
looked like it would stand upright all day 
long. Then its rotational speed would 
start to slow down and the top would start 
to lean and wobble and it would soon fall 
over. Or you could get it spinning too fast 
and it would start to walk on you, when it 
slowed down and reached a certain rota- 
tional speed it acted just as before. It first 
stopped and stood still, then it wobbled 
and the ending was the same. This is 
what | think happens to your bullet during 
its course of flight. 

Instead of a string wrapped around a 
top to give it spin, we have rifling in the 
barrel and instead of your arm to create 
velocity, we have a powder charge. | be- 
lieve that the principle is valid and is the 
same. There is also one observed obser- 
vation from my Air Force days. If you take 
a spinning gyroscope, a top is working on 
the gyroscopic principle, and as it starts 
to lose speed and tumble, you increase 
the rpm, it will right itself. It will become 
stable and stand upright again. Just like 
the top it will stay fixed in one position. 
Get the rpm going too fast and if its rotat- 
ing about a horizontal axis, it will start to 
precess very rapidly. The faster it goes 
the faster it precesses and the direction of 
precession is in the direction of rotation. 
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Just like the top walking. Here’s your bul- 
let, get rpm too low and it tumbles get it 
too high and it precesses. Get it just right 
and its very stable. Precession is com- 
pounded by the external forces, such as 
wind, acting upon it. We will disregard 
these forces for this theory. We only have 
to maintain the right amount of rpm for a 
very short period of time. 

At this point in my theory you have to 
agree that the only function of rifling and 
the twist of said rifling, is to give the bullet 
rotation. A better name for this rotation 
would be “gyroscopic stability”, and will 
be referred to as such from this point for- 
ward. This gyroscopic stability is also de- 
pendent on the velocity of the bullet as it 
travels the length of the barrel with its 
twisted rifling. As it is understood in the 
world of the shooter, twist is a ratio of 
how many complete turns the rifling 
makes in a given length of barrel. It is usu- 
ally expressed as 1:x or one turnin x inch- 
es of barrel. Also it is well understood that 
muzzle velocity is expressed in feet per 
second (fps). Gyroscopic stability is ex- 
pressed in revolutions per minute (rpm). 
Therefore an equation to convert muzzle 
velocity and twist into rpm is needed. The 
following reasoning is used: 

V = velocity: T = twist: 
V_ 60 _ 12 ~_ 1 revolution 
1 min 1 foot 7 
as in any problem in Physics, where you 
have labels such as feet, minutes, etc., 
you treat them as an arithmetic function 
and cancel these labels out as is so dictat- 
ed. That is what is done and it leaves you 
with revolutions per minute (rpm). There- 
fore the equation becomes: rpm = 
V*60*12/T. By rearranging this equation 
you also get: T = V* 720/rpm and V = 
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rpm*T/720. For this theory you will use all 
three versions. 

So what is needed more than anything 
else, if we wish to find the ideal twist to 
use in a barrel, is, at what rpm is that par- 
ticular bullet we are using gyroscopic sta- 
ble. This one little unknown factor, and it 
is very unlikely the same for different bul- 
lets, coupled with what is already known 
about interior ballistics, opens a world so 
great it is mind boggling. It does you very 
little good to find out what the rpm is by 
actually going out and blindly working up 
a load to give you a very small group. We 
are already doing this, and it only applies 
to that one lot of bullets. The only advan- 
tage that | can see in taking this approach 
would be if for some unknown reason you 
wished to change the twist of your barrel. 
As will be shown. What good would that 
do if you already have a barrel thats hot as 
a firecracker? 

But, give me just one bullet maker, any 
bullet maker, who can tell me at what rpm 
that one and only one bullet needs to be 
rotated to be gyroscopic stable and there 
would be no end to the information that is 
available to you. 

I'll show a practical example, I'll use the 
information that was produced by a “Inte- 
rior Ballistics Program” for a long 68gr., 
.224 caliber bullet, seated in a .22 Waldog 
case that is .125” shorter than the stan-

dard PPC case. | need some of the value 
and | still say that it is a safe load at safe 
C.U.P. working pressure. I’m only going 
to change one thing and that is calculated 
pressure because I’ve built in an increase 
of 8% for caliber that are .25 and below. 
All pressure figures will show true calcu- 
lated pressure without this 8% increase. 

From my own experience | know that 
short, light .22’s stabilize in the 159500- 
160000 rpm range. That is in my own gun 
with a 1:14 twist barrel. Youcan figure out 
the velocity if you so desire, its the mea- 
sured average. | have no idea what it 
takes to stabilize the long 68gr. bullet, to 
get away from the shorter 51/52gr. bul- 
lets lets take a rpm factor that is way out 
in left field. This should also show that the 
figures are not biased. I’ve randomly se- 
lected 198645 rpm and let us say that we 
followed Sierra’s or Betrger’s advise and 
used a barrel with rifling between 1:7 and 
1:10 for our first run. We will select one of 
the middle numbers, 1:8 is as good as 
any, or better yet lets make it 1:8.5 that’s 
the halfway mark. We know the barrel 
maker. Now we're ready to start. V = 
rpm*t/720 = 198645*8.5/720 = 2345fps 
muzzle velocity. Now if you plug that 
needed muzzle velocity into Powley’s 
equation for pressure, you can calculate 
the C.U.P. It also seems that | randomly 
selected a rpm value too close to predict- 


ed muzzle velocity, which already shows 
that itis a safeload. Therefore I'llincrease 
the rpm value by a factor of 100000rpm 
and see what that does. 

V = rpm*T/720 = 298645* 8.5/720 = 
3526fps. Now lets plug this into Powley’s 
equation and find out what the chamber 
pressure will be. Just looking at the two 
muzzle velocities its easy to see it won't 
work, but lets see how much pressure we 
develop. Powley’s equation for pressure 
is: P=K1*K2/K3 

K1=.0142*I*F2*U 12 

K2=.53*(G/l)+ .26 

K3=W’*(R-1.0) 
therefore: 

K1=.0142*19.6*2.363*3526 ff 2= 

8176600.014 

K2=.53*(68/19.6)+ .26=2.099 

K3=24.5*(11.02-1.0)=245.49 

P=8176600.014*2.099/ 

245.49 =69905* 
predicted C.U.P., that’s sure to blow up 
your gun. But wait a minute, it will only 
blow up your gun if you can find a powder 
that when you put 19.6grs. of it into the 
case and that it will burn at such a rate as 
to deliver 3526fps of muzzle velocity. It 
should be clear to you that from the print- 
out and calculations that 19.9grs. of IMR- 
4198 or IMR-4227 will only create a muz- 
zle velocity of 2846fps. Far below what

we need to stabilize our hypothetical 
68gr. bullet. That bullet that needs 
298645 rpm to become gyroscopic sta- 
ble. What to do? We could increase the 
twist of the barrel, that might do it. 

i.e. go to a 1:7 twist and use 
V=rpm*t/720=298645*7/20 = 2903fps 
for new muzzle velocity. Now figure out 
the new chamber pressure. The only vari- 
able affected by a new muzzle velocity in 
the pressure equation is K1. Therefore K2 
and K3's data is valid to use. 

K1=.0142*19.6*2.363*2903 f 2= 

5542455 

P=5542455*2.099/245.49 =47389 

C.U.P. 

Theoretically we have it. Use a 1:7 twist 
barrel, 19.6grs. of IMR-4198 or IMR-4227 
and you will get out hypothetical bullet up 
to the rpm needed to make it gyroscopic 
stable. Gyroscopic stability equals con- 
sistency in bullet impact on target. That 
last sentence is a theory of mine yet to be 
proven. 

It also goes without saying that you 
need very consistent loads to achieve 
constant rpm. Now you can take this in- 
formation and work Powley’s/Davis’s for- 
mula backwards to find a powder charge 
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which will put you closer to the muzzle ve- 
locity needed for this 2903fps. 

Now lets take a different approach and 
say, Hey, that’s great but | don’t like that 
slow muzzle velocity. I'd rather have it in 
the 3500fps range. Is there anyway we 
can get that muzzle velocity and still be 
safe? Sure, we can take that 3500fps 
muzzle velocity and work backwards to 
find out what value of |, (estimated pow- 
der charge) is needed. It would then mean 
that we would have to have a different 
chamber. Different chamber means a 
change in the chamber pressures. Let’s 
see if we can do it. The easiest way to do 
would be go to a chart and select a case 
that has a larger water capacity and keep- 
ing all of the other data constant, plug it 
into the program and see if you come up 
into the 3500fps range. As was done with 
the .22/250 case, printout #5. That run 
came out pretty close to the velocity that 
we were looking for, but still a little short. 
Yet we could also take this predicted ve- 
locity and get a new twist. Who wants to 
buy anew barrel. The ONLY REASON we 
can do this is because we knew the gyro- 
scopic stability required for this one bul- 
let. i.e. T=V*720/rpm in this case 
T=3284*720/298645 = 1:7.9 inches. Not 
to shabby, put that load into a 1:8 twist 
and tinker with the load alittle bit until you 
get a muzzle velocity, measured, of 
3318fps and you’ve got it. This slight in- 
crease in velocity will still give you a safe 
calculated working pressure, 45903 
C.U.P. not corrected. Plug it into pressure 
formula and see. 
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If you really want to get involved in a 
mathematical mess try to work back- 
wards, its a pain. The easiest way is to 
start looking at what cases are available 
to you, find their full water capacity and 
maximum cartridge length and plug it in 
the equation. Easier, faster and the only 
thing you need is a calculator that can 
square a number. Thank somebody for 
the computer, it sure saves time. 

On my hypothetical problem to get the 
3500fps range with our hypothetical bul- 
let you would need a necked down 
.243WIN case, see printout #6. 

Don’t jump to conclusions and say that 
I’ve proved your point about your six dif- 
ferent barrels. | haven't. By using your dif- 
ferent twist and the predicted muzzle ve- 
locity for the .22 Waldog, long .902” bullet 
seated normally you can figure out what 
happens to the stability of the bullet. The 
load is a safe load, fire it in any twist of 
barrel you desire and you will not blow up 
your gun. Just don’t do one thing and that 
is play around with that load and try to 
make the bullet shoot in the same hole. 
Because that is when you stand your 
most likely chance of blowing up your 
gun. 

i.e. | don’t remember which twist Mr. 
Megabucks bought, | do remember it 
started at 1:7. Goup 6 different twist from 
that figure and you get to 1:12. For my 
sake we'll use 6 barrels that are cham- 
bered for the Waldog. We will also use 
Metzger 51gr. bullets and seat them at 
.166” into the case. Now using the loading 
data from the computer printout #1 we 
will load up a couple or three dozen car- 
tridges, all the same, with 22.5grs. of 
IMR-4895 and take all six barrels to the 
range. We will, or Mr. Bucks will shoot 6 
rounds from each barrel. One fouler and 5 
for record.

The formation of the ASSRA in 1948 
was not, of course, an overnight accom- 
plishment. A considerable amount of dis- 
cussion preceeded the initial action, much 
of the talks being between those of us liv- 
ing in the greater Chicago area and our 
counterparts, chiefly in northern and cen- 
tral Indiana. 

With few exceptions, if any at all, the 
founders were shooters of long standing;

Others of us cov- 
ered all the bases, collecting firearms of 
all types and periods, and often enough, 
shooting our single-shots without qualm 
as to what we might be doing to their 
value. Such rifles, as well as other guns of 
those days, were neither scarce nor very 
expensive. We had no inkling then of what 
price levels these fine old rifles would 
eventually reach, so our approach was, 
I'm afraid, pretty casual. We shot ’em, 
traded 'em, and sold ’em with no thought 
for the future. | shudder a bit now when | 
recall the number of shots that | and oth- 
ers put through rifles in excellent to new 
condition ... Sharps, both sidehammer 
and Borchardts, Ballards, Remingtons 
both rolling block and Hepburn types, 
Stevens, 44 and 44/2 models, Maynards, 
you name them... 

As I've said, the original founders were, 
with no exceptions | can remember, en- 
thusiastic shooters. Many of this group

had been, and continued to be, shooters 
of muzzle-loading rifles, round ball or slug 
rifles, including me. A fair number of us 
were members of the Chicago Muzzle- 
loaders and, a bit later, the Fort Dearborn 
Frontiersmen. Several of us would make 
the trip to Friendship, Indiana for the Na- 
tional Muzzle-Loading Matches once or 
twice a year. Again, as anindication of our 
carefree attitude about our shooting 
tools, my favorite rifle of the period was a 
false-muzzled .50 caliber rifle by Wm. 
Billinghurst of Rochester, New York. This 
twenty-five pound bench rifle shot a pick- 
et ball, not a cylindrical bullet. Picket balls 
have virtually no bearing surface, apart 
from a very short section at the base. I’d 
gotten all of the original tools with the rifle 
... molds, swages, bullet starter, various 
bits and pieces, with the whole in near- 
new condition when | bought it. It isn’t 
now. | shot it hundreds of times, in prac- 
tice, attempting to overcome the foibles 
of such rifles. | was never entirely suc- 
cessful. 

Picket ball rifles are frustrating to shoot 
well. Much harder to conquer than true 
“slug rifles’’. It is the nature of the picket 
ball rifles to throw fliers, or at least that 
was the case in my hands. | remember, 
very clearly of course, winning a 100 yard 
match at the Canal Fulton Ohio range 
years ago, making 100 x 100 (4X) with the 
Billinghurst understriker. Lucky, to be 
sure, since | didn’t make many such per- 
fect scores. 

The first official range used by the 
ASSRA was situated in the outskirts of 
Warsaw, Indiana. That range was not, by 
any means, a grand _ well-manicured

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shooting spread, but it served our needs 
well for many years. | look back fondly and 
affectionately at the high enjoyment | felt 
just being there, in getting together with 
old friends, and, to be sure, a chance to 
shoot. 

| can only speak for myself, of course, 
but in trying to recall our attitude or ap- 
proach to shooting back then, few of us 
firing in the matches held a do-or-die, 
|-gotta-win feeling. Certainly | didn’t, not 
that | didn’t win a fair share of the con- 
tests, despite my well-earned disrepute 
as a chronic scrounger or borrower. Fre- 
quently enough, | appeared at Warsaw 
sans bullets, without this or that, maybe 
... than having to try to buy or borrow bul- 
lets or whatever it was that | lacked. | 
hated to spend time casting bullets, and | 
never got very good at it either. 

Obviously this demonstrates a casual 
approach to shooting, or at least it shows 
my attitude! Were such ‘‘boughten”’ bul- 
lets exactly the ‘‘right’’ bullet for my rifle, 
bullets made in a mould mated to a given 
rifle, the alloy carefully controlled, the bul- 
lets weighed and sorted, shot in the order 
cast, and so on? I’m afraid not, and | sus- 
pect that the scores or group sizes made 
by some of us reflected our cavalier ap- 
proach. 

Unless my memory tricks me (and it 
may well at this stage in my life), half-inch 
or a bit better groups were our goal. Cer- 
tainly, in those days, half-inch groups 
would frequently win matches, a clear 
possible on the 25 ring German target if 
the sights were well managed. 

| used one or another .32-40 Ballards at 
Warsaw, near mates in most respects.

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action closed on a load, | could detect no 
shake or looseness in the actions of either 
rifle. | believe the great tightness eliminat- 
ed or certainly lessened the overtones of 
vibration. One of these Ballards had a 
Pope false-muzzle barrel, the other a bar- 
rel by Frank S. Spaedy, a turn-of-the- 
century gunmaker, and prominent shoot- 
er with the Central Sharpshooters 
Associaton of St. Louis, Missouri, and a 
proprietor of the St. Louis Arms and Tool 
Company. 

Both of these Ballards share yet anoth- 
er common aspect, or perhaps defect 
would be a more appropriate word. Both 
were nearly alike in their bore-groove con- 
dition ahead of the chamber . . . the lands 
were well-rounded by erosion for some 
6-7 inches, and clear evidence of corro- 
sion could easily be seen in the dark 
edges on either side of the lands. Despite 
their condition, either rifle can be depend- 
ed on to produce 5 shot groups, under 
good conditions, of a half-inch or less. As 
has been said often enough, good barrels 
are where you find ’em! | have long had a 
near new Winchester High Wall .32-40 in 
full Schuetzen style, the 32 inch barrel a 
No. 4, that | was never able to get shoot- 
ing. The bore was perfect, no slightest de- 
fect, and | think | know why; the previous 
owner(s) couldn’t get the darn thing to 
shoot either. 

Whenever the weather was at least 
halfway decent at Warsaw, Adolph 
Niedner would show up. Dowagiac, Mich- 
igan, site of The Niedner Rifle Corp. was 
not far away. Pop Niedner, as everyone 
called him, was in every way a kindly and 
soft-spoken old gentleman, ever gener- 
ous in answering the questions, some- 
times inane, that we asked him. Mr. 
Niedner of course had a large fund of old 
stories out of his colorful past. . . tales of

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of his work for Dr. Mann. He told us too of 
his time in Milwaukee, where he had 
served as a policeman for a time, and also 
where he gained fresh renown as an off- 
hand shooter.

ness end of the barrel which can cut into 
barrel performance.

ground to the 0.0005”. They are heat 
treated to 60 plus Rockwell. 

Several factory barrels that had some- 
thing less than a perfect crown were cor- 
rected with the Bunch crowning tool and 
the results were dandy. This tool must be 
used with some degree of care and expe- 
rience with this sort of tool is required or a 
greater crown than required for proper re- 
sults will result. With proper care and 
storage, the tool will last a life time. 

The crowning tool with three pilots is 
$125.00 post paid. Additional pilots are 
$20.00 each. (Bunch Custom Rifles, 5303 
Jefferson Rt. 2; Garland, TX 75040.) 

Tom Mikrut sent along an example of 
his cleaning rod guide. (Tom asked 
“Please don’t call it a bore guide. It does- 
n't guide the bore anywhere”.) He has a 
point. The guide is made up of a stainless 
steel guide tube into which a brass tube 
tip is fitted. The brass tube fits into the 
neck of the chamber a short distance. An 
“O” ring fits over this brass extension and 
seals the chamber, keeping out bore 
cleaner and the other junk that develops 
as we clean the bore, as well as keeping 
the inside of the action dry and clean. Two 
steel collars center the tube in the action 
and are held in place by an allen set screw 
in the forward collar and the rear is held in 
the correct location by a threaded handle. 
The handle is adjusted to drop into the 
bolt cutout in the action and hold the as- 
sembly in the correct location.

A word of warning is in order when 
using this or any other cleaning rod guide 
which has an “O” ring on the forward end 
of the guide. When the guide is removed 
from the action, check to see that the “O” 
ring is in place. If it is not, it is inside the 
chamber and the next chambered round 
can push the “O” ring into the bore! It has 
happened to mein the past. Always check 
for the “O” ring when the guide is removed 
from the action. 

Varner Service (Route 2, Box 167A, 
Antwerp, OH 45813) offers an inflatable 
front sandbag for the casual bench rest 
shooter or varmint hunter. It is a bag in 
which there is sand and an inflatable blad- 
der which can be used on its side on edge, 
which makes possible elevation adjust- 
ments from three to six and one half inch- 
es. The internal bladder is inflated with a 
hand operated bulb. The outside of the 
bag is of a tough camouflaged cloth. Total 
weight of the bag is about five pounds.

Dear Dave 

Here is an update on the .22PPC ‘‘crit- 
ter rifle’ that | wrote to you about, a few 
months ago. 

I've been working with it for three 
months now, and with approximately 300 
rounds through the bore, | think that | 
have things sorted out. To begin with, my 
starting load of 26.0 grains of H322 
proved to be too hot in this gun, at least at 
this time of year. July and August have 
been unusually hot here in the Nevada 
area this summer; there have been a lot of 
“high 90s’ days. Perhaps by coinci- 
dence, perhaps not, | was experiencing 
many of the same symptoms that you 
mentioned, and which had many shooters 
put their two cents worth in on, in the Au- 
gust issue . . . hard bolt closing and case 
stretching, although the primer pockets 
have remained tight. However | point out 
that the cases | was using were pur- 
chased from Fowlers, in Midland, Texas 
in 1980. | reduced the powder charge to 
24.5 and 25.0 grains, but once | got down 
to these conservative loads, the groups 
opened up, with numerous flyers that 
could not be explained. | suspect this is 
the reason that many of our brethren load 
the PPC ‘‘hot’’ ... my early testing with 
H322 indicated that this was the only way 
that this particular 22PPC wanted to 
shoot. | called Harvey Miller to discuss the 
problem, and he suggested that | try 
H335. Most of the usage of this powder 
has been with the .222 family of cartridg- 
es, in the hands of Walt Berger and other 
shooters. Still, my 22PPC was a .224 bore 
size, same as the .222 family, so what the 
heck ... we’ve established at least one 
common point between them ... let’s 
give it a try ... albeit, with reservations, 
doubts, and uncertainties. 

My own experiences with ball powders

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sporter, and it worked very well. But, it 
was Cleaned every ten shots or so; also, 
since it was Marge’s gun, | never really 
thought of it as ‘“‘my’’ gun. 

It seems that, back in the early days of 
ball powder, they used calcium carbonate 
as a binder to hold the granules together, 
and keep them from breaking up. This 
stuff is basically the same residue that the 
dentist scrapes off your teeth, or the stuff 
that collects on a leaky hose bib, or anice 
making machine. Bad stuff! In any event, 
the early ball powders would gunk up and 
foul up a bore so badly that you were 
tempted to take the easy way out. . . and 
throw the barrel into the trash can. Bob 
Hutton, of Guns and Ammo magazine, 
wrote about this subject back in the early 
sixties. He found that when he used ball 
powder, and then extruded powder in 
testing a particular gun, without cleaning 
in between, there was a chemical reaction 
in the barrel that made the problem worse 
yet. If memory serves me correctly, | also 
had some problems getting some of the 
early WW ball powders to ignite properly. 
lalso seem to recall that, after many of the 
local shooters had given the early WW 
ball powders a good testing, they did not 
exactly beat a path back to the gun shop 
door to buy more. | have worked on some 
Ruger No. 1s and Ruger 77s that had the 
barrels so fouled that you simply could 
not see the lands in the bore. | can also re- 
call a time when Ruger used some con- 
founded ball powder of some unknown 
type in their proof loads ... and then 
shipped the guns without cleaning the 
barrels. So here is Joe Q. Shooter, out in 
the boondocks, receiving his brand new 
Ruger rifle . . . and Joe is not too sophisti- 
cated a shooter, but he knows that he 
should run a dry patch through the barrel 
of anewrifle before shooting it, to remove 
any protective coatings of grease. Joe 
does so, and then went charging out to 
the range, to put a box of factory ammo 
through the gun, while sighting in, and 
doing a bit of testing. After the proof load 
with ball powder, and the box of factory 
ammo with extruded powder... wehada 
few near heart attacks when local shoot- 
ers looked down the bores of their nice, 
new Rugers ... said bores now looking 
like the inside of a chimney, or the surface 
of the moon. Even today most of the ball 
powders shoot dirty, and take more bore 
cleaning. 

A few years ago a friend of mine gave 
me an old, square can of H335. Back then 
you could buy this stuff for $25.00 for ten 
pounds. Being somewhat of a frugal gen- 
tleman, he was using a mild load of this 
powder in a .22-250. He called me for a lit- 
tle phone discussion on a couple of prob- 
lems that he was encountering ... his 
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| wasn’t kidding — Serial #4878. 


group size had gone to hell in the prover- 
bial handbasket ... and every time he 
squeezed the trigger, there was a 
hellacious ball of flame out in front of him 
... Which may or may not have set the 
sagebrush on fire in front of his shooting 
bench. At my request he brought the rifle 
over to my shop ... the barrel was so 
fouled it looked like the low rent district 
side of hell. 

Most ball powders have to be loaded 
fairly hot to work properly. It is something 
like a fireplace. If you burn pine or cotton- 
wood you get a real hot fire for a short per- 
iod, with a very fine ash. If you use oak or 
another hardwood, you get a nice, slow 
fire, and charcoal. Think about it. 

Well, | finally got up enough nerve to 
use this old can of H335 in my .22PPC. 
“TO MY SURPRISE IT CAME ALIVE 
WITH H335,” 27.5 - 28.0 grains to be 
exact. Using the 52 grain Speer or Sierra, 
as well as the 53 grain Sierra flat base, 
this little dude would consistently shoot 
into the 3s and 4s. My best five shot group

at 100 yards was a .280, using 27.5 grains 
of H335 and the 53 grain Sierra. | consider 
this to be an acceptable level of accuracy 
from a seven pound rifle. As | stated earli- 
er, | was not looking for screamer figures 
from this rifle. | just wanted to be able to 
make consistent hits on a 3” wide, 8” tall 
ground squirrel, at ranges between 200 
and 300 yards. The average varmint 
shooter can't even see them beyond this 
range, let alone hit them, even with a .22- 
250 ora.220 Swift. . .unless of course he 
uses a 24X or a 36X scope, which is 
somewhat impractical for this applica- 
tion, unless that is your bag. If these guys 
tell you any different. . . it would be some- 
what like the old gentleman who shot a 
running deer at 600 yards with a .44 Mag- 
num handgun. | guess that it makes inter- 
esting reading for SOME people. 

| don’t have a chronograph, but | know 
that the point of impact is lower with H335 
than with a load of H332 (less time in bar- 
rel?). [have just about eliminated the hard

bolt closing and full length resizing prob- 
lem. The H335 seems to shoot fairly 
clean, and requires no more barrel clean- 
ing than does H322. | guess that this kind 
of shoots down my previous feelings 
about ball powders. 

Another small problem that we had to 
overcome with this particular rifle was the 
fact that the bedding shrunk. Don’t let 
anyone tell you that epoxy bedding won't 
shrink! The rifle was apart for about six 
weeks while the stock was being painted. 
The paint, gold leaf, and striping were 
done by a fellow here in Carson City by the 
name of Jim Farcello; he runs an outfit 
called ‘‘Kustom Kreations’’. His main line 
of work is custom cars and vans, and the 
stock work for me was a bit of a new chal- 
lenge, | suspect. After we got that pretty 
paint job on it, and put back together 
again, it wouldn't keep five shots in less 
than an inch for love or money. On an 
XP100 there is really only one guard 
screw, and therefore | used only one alu- 


minum pillar in the front, and a large wood 
screw in glass in the small hole toward the 
rear of the action. This has worked well 
for me in times past, but not with this one. 
In any event, rebedding solved this little 
headache.

Another little problem that cropped up 
along the way was that this particular 
Douglas barrel will metal foul more than 
most. | have found this to be not unusual 
for achrome-moly barrel; they apparently 
do not machine as smoothly as stainless, 
and have to be broken in for a longer peri- 
od, or else hand lapped. It’s really no big 
deal, and comes right out with Sweets 
and Gold Medallion. 

So far | have been very pleased with 
this project. It has been a lot of fun, even 
with the bugs. After all, this is part of the 
game, isn’t it? | can’t wait to get up to 
Orovada, next spring and try it on 
“critters”. 

As far as the groups are concerned, I’m 
sure it would be possible to do better. 
Still, with a 7 pound rifle, 1/2” wide forend, 
and 24 ounce trigger it becomes a bit of a 
chore to control on the sandbags. 

I'm sending you a few photos of the 
gun, Dave. Sorry that they are color 
prints. | know that black and white repro- 
duces better, but the gun is just too pretty 
to use black and white. The color is actu- 
ally more orange than the print shows. It 
is called ‘‘candy tangerine’. 

There is an old trick that we varmint 
hunters use, and that is to whistle real 
loud to get the critter’s attention. This lit- 
tle rifle is so dazzling that | shouldn't have 
to whistle anymore! 

As an aside, the group in the photo was 
one of my first good groups using H322 
and the 52 grain Speer bullet. It measured 
.360 with my dial calipers.

Top spot to Allie Euber, of Orwell, Vermont. 
Lowell Frei the runner-up for second year in row. 
Jef Fowler re-awakens on the match circuit. 


Allie Euber, a gentleman with the lead- 
ing point count in the United States 
Benchrest Hall of Fame of anyone, a 
shooter who failed to gain a single point in 
the 1985 campaign . .. . put 23 points on 
the scoreboard in 1986, and won 
benchrest’s top crown by a convincing 
margin. The Euber accomplishment, as 
well as Jef Fowler’s third place finish this 
year, DO make one point fairly clear.... 
you can come back .. .. you merely have 
to want to badly enough... .andbeready 
to pay the price. . ..anotinconsequential 
price. During the winter league at 
Dunhams Bay in early 1986 | frequently 
talked to Allie. . .. and there was no ques- 
tion that Allie was completely obsessed 
with his self assigned goal of winning the 
1986 title. He talked about little else, he 
thought about little else. Knowing how 
unsuccessful he had been in his (relatively

casual) 1985 campaign, a few of us 
thought — to ourselves, or among our- 
selves — that perhaps our friend was 
aiming just a bit high .... maybe he 
should just concentrate on getting his 
shooting act together in 1986, andmakea 
real run at it in 1987.

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Dear Dave: 

The following should raise plenty of 
controversy. 

If your rifle is shooting well please don’t 
continue reading this article. If you have 
pushed alead slug through your gun andit 
was a smooth and even push, stop right 
here. For those who have grouping prob- 
lems but haven't or won't slug their bar- 
rels, go see your gunsmith. The following 
procedure will probably give factory and 
custom barrel makers a heart attack. Like 
many shooters I’ve got quite a few bucks 
tied up in custom barrels that were a dis- 
appointment. In analyzing why some bar- 
rels scattered their shots it was noted 
that when a lead slug was pushed 
through, it went unevenly tight and loose 
and some barrels had rough tool marks. 

| got a hint of aidea for a possible reme- 

-dy from reading Veral Smiths’ book of 
LBT where he mentioned polishing the in- 
side of a barrel by firing polishing com- 
pound through it. Sol thought why not fire 
bullets with a lapping compound on them. 
Would it work? Would it foul the barrel 
rather than sand off the high spots? 

So before messing up my expensive 
lousy barrels, I've been practicing ‘‘fire 
lapping’ some lousy factory cheapy pro- 
duction barreled actions. To date it’s 
been making gems out of them.

We “‘fire lapped’’ the 375 W Marlin lever 
action rifle with 30 rounds of lead GC bul- 
lets coated with fine valve grinding com- 
pound. Using the bore scope attached to

| would not have bothered to perform 
this complete an exercise on ‘‘fire lap- 
ping’ but this particular gun was so rough 
and had such a bad taper there was noth- 
ing to be lost and if it came out as expect- 
ed, then we had the basis for this arti- 
cle. 

| had done this with some other rifles 
this bad, but failed to take the time to pho- 
tograph the progress.

Pushing a slug through this barrel as it 
came from the factory was very entertain- 
ing if you weren’t susceptible to heart 
burn. Extremely tight at the breach end 
for several inches, then looser and looser 
until the slug fell of its own weight out the 
muzzle. Reversing the process, bumping 
up the slug at the muzzle to create some 
drag, it again required fairly hard pound- 
ing to get it past the tight area near the 
chamber end. 

It took 30 rounds of bullets ‘‘lubricated”’ 
with ‘‘Time Saver’ compound to open the 
breach area enough so after the slug 
passed this tight point it still had a little 
drag at the muzzle. | have evened up other 
tapered barrels so a slug would push

evenly, end to end, but this gun already 
had a fairly long throat and continued lap- 
ping may not be a benefit. 

One very noticeable improvement is 
when running a patch through when 
cleaning. Before lapping it required lots of 
pressure. Now it’s very easy even and 
smooth end to end. 

As shown in the photos and bore 
scoping, the tool marks are completely 
cleaned up in the tight area and only the 
tops of the tool marks show a trace of lap- 
ping at the muzzle end, thus confirming 
the taper before the lapping. As men- 
tioned this could be carried further as the 
muzzle is still slugging a little looser than 
the breach, but further firing on targets 
will have to be done first. 

| found it interesting to shoot for group 
while doing this ‘‘fire lapping’ and watch 
the group shrink. It’s hard to believe any- 
thing would group at all with this light a 
powder charge and what looks like gravel 
for a lubricant. 

If another rifle happened to have a 
rough bore with a taper the other direc- 
tion, | don’t think | would be inclined to try 
this. At least | don’t have one to try so | 
won't speculate. It’s sure fun taking 
something that looks beyond repair and 
fixing it easy and making it accurate. 
Word of caution, wads should be used be- 
hind the abrasive bullets to prevent gas 
going past the bullet and sweeping away 
the grit before entering the rifling. 

The bullets should be the hardest lead 
possible and gas checked using a very 
light powder charge; the reason is you 
want to keep the base from up-setting to 
avoid creating an enlarged area near the 
breach end. Also the bullets should be 
about the groove diameter of the loose 
area. Case necks should be opened up 
enough so they don’t wipe the abrasive 
off the bullets while seating, and wads 
tight enough so they don’t fall from the 
neck into the powder. Cleaning the abra- 
sive off everything after is a real chore! 

So far I’ve not mentioned bore or 
groove dimensions or changes in them. 
It’s really not relevant in this case be- 
cause we are always leaving a witness 
area as a control so we can prove we 
haven't gone oversize plus pushing the 
slug through will prove if we are parallel. 
In any case the bullet will upset to fit if we 
use a plastic wad behind it and if all else is 
correct accuracy will be good.

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LEFT THE RANGE 


DAVE HALL, of Warsaw, New York left 
the range forever on September 27th, 
1986. Dave had been in poor health for 
many years, toa good degree the result of 
World War Two injuries, and his many ac- 
complishments over the past 25 years 
were all in the face of considerable health 
difficulties. One of the original members 
of the Hall of Fame for benchrest, Dave in- 
fluenced the thinking of many of us in the 
1963-1973 era, and that included the edi- 
tor. Dave was a fine shot. He was also a 
fine gunsmith, one who — together with 
his neighbor and fellow shooter, Marlin 
Bassett — pioneered the pillar bedding 
method. Probably the thing that the editor 
always liked best about Dave Hall... he 
was never satisfied with the status quo. 
He was forever looking for just a little bet- 
ter cartridge, or just a little better way to 
gunsmith a particular job, or whatever 
was on his mind at the moment. In the 
benchrest world, Dave always wanted to 
see what was over the next mountain. He 
developed an improved 6x47 that was a 
spiritual predecessor of the myriad of im- 
proved .222s we see today. He was forev- 
er messin’ around with the cantankerous 
old .308, including shooting it in the 10% 
pound sporter class. We have lost one of 
our great ones when Dave Hall left us. We 
have elected to re-print an article on Dave 
Hall from the May 1971 issue, that was 
authored at the time by Bob Pease. About 
that time Bob owned a 40X action heavy 
varmint rifle built by Dave Hall, complete 
with pillar bedding, ‘‘Whirligig’’ barrel 
treatment (done with a belt sander, if | re- 
call correctly), and the overall excellence 
of a Dave Hall gunsmithing job. | can recall 
Bob winning the grand agg in the heavy 
varmint class at Council Cup in the 1970 
era with that rifle, beating out a good- 
sized field of somewhere around 80 
shooters. Bob later sold me that rifle, and 
later | sold it to another benchrest shoot- 
er. When | called Bob to tell him that Dave 
Hall had just died, we kicked around a lot 
of Dave Hall stories, and we each wished 
that we had never parted with that Dave 
Hall .308 heavy varmint gun.

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THE WHIRLIGIG BARREL MAN

For a number of years now, benchrest 
shooters have been noticing the ever in- 
creasing number of stainless match bar- 
rels appearing on the firing lines with a pe- 
culiar swirl finish instead of the 
conventional polish or ‘as turned’ appear- 
ance. Since the barrels and their owners 
hit the win columns about the same time it 
didn’t take long for the new and different 
barrel finish to identify with its originator, 
David Hall, wnom | have chosen to call the 
‘Whirligig Barrel Man’. Though he'll an- 
swer to Dave or David and is often re- 
ferred to as the ‘Sage of Warsaw, New 
York’, | like to think the ‘Whirligig Barrel 
Man’ finds this title to his liking. 

It all began back in 1962 when a young- 
er, slimmer David purchased a Marlin- 
Sako rifle and installed a scope on it for 
woodchuck hunting. A couple of sessions 
at the range found an amazed Dave Hall 
shooting groups he had never dreamed 
possible and itching for a chance to find 
out what this accuracy and benchrest 
business was all about. Within a few 
weeks he had attended and won his first 
match at Holly, New York where they shot 
from sandbag rest but from the prone po- 
sition lying on the ground. 

The next step was to get in touch with 
Ted Boughton of Rochester, N.Y. who 
promptly invited Dave to attend the next 
shoot of the Ridge Sportsmen’s Club. To 
this day Dave attributes much of his 
knowledge to the help of Ted Boughton

who has done much for the Benchrest 
game and for the New York shooters of 
the Rochester area. From Rochester, the 
next logical step was to Fassett, Pa., the 
home of the South Creek range. Dave re- 
calls a total of fourteen shooters firing the 
old uphill direction that weekend and he 
came away pleased with a third at 200 
yards, thoroughly bitten with the bug, and 
on the way home ordered his first true 
benchrest rifle, a 40-X Remington in the 
then new 6x47 caliber. 

The 40-X, Dave and his brother Dick all 
arrived at Bob Hart’s Council Cup range 
for the Nationals that year. Dave still 
laughs about how green they were arriv-

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ing one day too late for the Light Varmint 
and not realizing until after the shoot that 
their 10% pound gun could have been 
fired in the 13/2 pound class. Dave did 
come away with an 11th place finish and 
an even greater determination to continue 
in the benchrest game. 

That winter the brothers attended 
matches at Elmira, N.Y. during which time 
Dave inherited his first Hart barrel on the 
40-X Rem action. Spring of 1963 at the 
first shoot at the Dryden, N.Y. range saw 
Dave come away the winner at 100 yards, 
fourth at 200 and second position in the 
Grand. Now he was beginning to feel con- 
fidence in the Hart barreled 6x47 and 
plans were laid for the 63 Nationals at St. 
Louis. 

What followed is history but well worth 
repeating complete with some of Dave's 
humorous comments. At the Townsend 
Whelen range in St. Louis during mid- 
August of 1963 David V. Hall came of age 
in the benchrest game for on the first day 
in the Light Varmint Class he won the 100 
yd. Aggregate, the 200 yard Aggregate, 
the Grand and set two new World Re- 
cords. The following day in the Sporter 
Class he won the 200 yard Aggregate and 
the Grand as well. That 6x47 was really 
cooking and Dave knew the possibilities 
that were ahead should he finish high in 
the Heavy Varmint the following day. The

100 yard distance of the Heavy Varmint 
Class was a horrible disappointment as 
bad groups got worse and Dave cussed 
the mirage that was running so heavy at 
times he couldn't even see the target. He 
completed the 100 yard matches before 
realizing he had shot all the 100 yard 
matches with the scope still focused at 
200 yards. He laughs yet today the way he 
thought that mirage laid him low when in 
reality he was shooting with parallax and 
the scope so badly out of focus that real 
mirage would have probably been a wel- 
come relief. All was not lost as he came 
back in the 200 yard matches with groups 
good enough to give him a 14th position in 
the Grand for Heavy Varmint and the NA- 
TIONAL THREE GUN CHAMPIONSHIP 
for 1963. Home again and a fall trip to 
South Creek netted another first place 
win and as Dave remarks today, ‘‘from 
then on it was never so good.” 

As happens to many serious bench 
shooters the bug to build his own guns de- 
veloped and together with his brother 
Dick started to acquire equipment and 
tools. Dave had worked on several occa- 
sions in tool rooms and machine shops 
around Warsaw and it seemed natural to 
use some of that acquired knowledge in 
the barreling of rifles. Careful workman- 
ship and plenty of sweat paid off and soon 
the wins were repeating with Hall barreled

lens, Tri-X film rated at ASA 2400 developed in Diafine. —Bob Pease 
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rifles. In the process of barreling a rifle 
with his brother Dick anew technique was 
tried to polish the outside of the barrel and 
the ‘whirligig’ finish was born. Partly be- 
cause the finish will dissipate heat more 
readily than a smooth finish and partly be- 
cause they wanted something different 
the Whirligig trademark remains to this 
day on every benchrest barrel installed by 
Dave Hall. 

This totals a tidy number of barrels and 
chambers that have been cut as Dave’s 
.308 reamer alone has cut 131 chambers 
to date. He estimates that, counting 
woodchuck rifles and all, close to 250 bar- 
rels have been done in his shop thus far. A 
fastidious workman, Dave cautions every 
shooter to whom he delivers a barrel job, 
“If it shoots, tell everybody including me 
... but if it doesn’t shoot, just tell me.” 
Dave has accumulated four more of the 
coveted World Record certificates since 
those first two in St. Louis but seems to 
have even more pride in the 13 World Re- 
cords that have been set by shooters 
other than himself but shooting the Whirli- 
gig barrels. Two of his personal World Re- 
cords remain current at this time and they 
are the 5 shot 100 yard Sporter group of 
.096” and the Light Varmint 300 meter 5 
shot group measured .887”. 

Statistically the total Hall inspired 19

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chance of coming up with new and lower 
aggregate records. The South Creek 
range Dave feels is the toughest in the 
east, a point with which many shooters 
will find themselves in agreement. Dave 
has some sincere thoughts on records 
and classes for the future feeling that 
most record groups are ‘‘sorta flukey 
things anyway”’ but that the aggregates 
will continue to go down as more and 
more shooters succeed in putting several 
good groups together on the same day to 
force aggregates lower. Though there 
have been several suggestions in recent 
years that the Light Varmint class be elim- 
inated Dave feels that the Heavy Varmint 
rifles are the ones that should go. He 
backs this up with the fact that the Light 
Varmint records are already within .020” 
of the heavier gun records indicating 
greater effort should be made in the 10% 
pound class rather than the Heavy Var- 
mint class. 

Along with his shooting and gunsmith- 
ing achievements Dave Hall is known to 
consider bedding as one of the greatest 
attributes to pure accuracy and he has de- 
veloped a bedding technique using 
Devcon F (Aluminum) that has worked so 
well so many times that one must consid- 
er it proven beyond a doubt. Like all gun- 
smiths Dave has fooled with special 
reamers and improved cartridge designs 
all with the usual failures save one. One of 
the few to see possibilities in improving 
the original Walker designed 6x47 Dave 
uses a 30° shoulder to gain an extra 1¥2 
grain capacity, just what the ‘little six’ 
seems to need for the larger and heavier 
bullet. In the .224” bore he finds the unal- 
tered .222 Remington hard to beat but is 
considering some experimental work with 
other than normal twists for this car- 
tridge. 

Dave Hall’s advice to the beginning

Any shot on paper above the 
centerline between the record and 
sighter targets, but outside of the 
designated record border does not 
constitute grounds for disqualifica- 
tion. This shot or shots will be mea- 
sured and an appropriate penalty for 
each shot will be added to the group 
(penalty to be established based on 
discussion at the meetings). As the 
rule book calls for 5 and 10 shot 
matches, any target not having the 
required number of shots above the 
centerline will automatically be 
DNQ’d. 

Clarify the borders for the determina- 
tion of shots outside of the border. 
The accepted practice has been that 
all shots above the centerline be- 
tween the record and sighter targets 
are record shots. All shots below the 
centerline between the record and 
sighter targets are considered to be 
sighters and are not subject to dis- 
qualification. Shots close to but, 
below the centerline will be plugged 
with the appropriate caliber to deter- 
mine if they touch the centerline. Any 
shot touching the centerline will be 
considered to be above the 
centerline. 

Clarify the preregistration rule to 
state that the money is not required 
when the preregistration is submit- 
ted. 

Limit proxies at Annual Meetings to 
one per person. 


Establish proxy voting by mail. All 
proxies would be submitted to the re- 
cording secretary in advance of the 
meeting with votes on each agenda 
item. Disallow proxies to be held by 
other members. 

Change Junior Membership from 15 
and under to 17 and under.
